I have become scquainted with Herr von Neurath at the 
time of church struggle, I thou, ht I might apply to him as a 
compatriot and a descendant of a family which was in sympatuy 

with the angelical @hurch, His father was a member of the Bvon- 
elical Provincial Synod, I have not been disavpointed in this 
confidence, He has reccived me often and obtained for me numerous 
conferences with other members of the Reich Cabinct, He helped 

re especially in Autumn of 1934 together with the itinistcr of 
Interior Dr, Frick and the Reich ifinistcr of Justice Dr, Guortncr 
to got rolease fron detention, as I was interned in my houso, 
because of illegal interference by the Reich Bishop of that time, 
Mucller on account of my resistance to the domination of the church 
by the German Christians and dismissed fron my office, He also 
achieved that I regained recognition by the State as Bishop and

brought about a discussion in the Reich Chancellery, the result 
of which was the withdrawal of the illegal legislation by tho 
Reich Bishop, During: later periods of the church struggle I 
&lao found a constantly fricndly rccoption and complete undor- 
standing by him for the concerns of the Church, 


During these conferences, which touched at times also 


political spheres, I have found him as a men of great moderation 


and of extraordinary judgemente# passionate and fanatical disposition 
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were apparently repugnant to him, He mde no secret out of his natural 
antipathy against National Socintl&bic methods, I remember especially 
his sharp condemnation of occurences in Vionna at which Prime Minister 
100111288 was murdered and of the persons which - wore usod by 57 
during the agitation fn Austria. I could explain his oxertions for entry 
into the Hitler govornmmt only by his duty towards Roich Prosidcnt von 
Hindenburg and his remaining in the Reich Cabinet also aftor 30 June 
a 1934 and to help in preventing possibly disastréus developmont of events 
for the German people, It is casy today to dondorn such an attitude: 
but one must not Lloave out of sight that the great yiclding of England 
and France in the foreign political steps of Hitler havo oxtromoly increased 
his and his party's power and authority, When at that timo tho governments 
of theso states triod to avoid the conflict as long as possible, one 
could not make a reproach to a German statesran and big. oh to a 
silently 
simple official in Germany that ho Allowed a grcat deal to Seamer? which 
Γη inwardly he could not approve, Baron von Neurath- ~ I could understand 
this from some of his uttorances - did not give up the hope that the 
whole systom will broak down through its inner fdsonegs, 
I visited Herr von Neurath for the last time in Fobruary 1939, 
one year after his dismissal as Reich Ministor, I remember especially 
clearly tho conversation then, as it enterod into tho preliminary history 
of the Nunich agreement on 1 October 1938, I asked Herr von Noursth what 
duties had fallen to him as the President of the "Secret Cabinet Counsil", 
to which he replicd that this was never called together, For this purpose 
thoro was put at his disposal a very nice room in the new Reich Chancellery, 
but ho mado no use of it. Ho visited only the Reich Chancellery one 
more time and namely at the time of tho crisis in Nvvombor 1938, After 
the ineffectual outcome of the meetin of Hitlor with the English 


Prime Minister Chamb erlain, 
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in Goldesberg, he received an inpros ion thoro existed an 
immediate danger of war, and he considered it his duty to 
try everything to avert the calamity, He net Gooring in the 
Reich Chancellery who went there for the sane purpose, They 


succecded to speak alone with Hitler, who was in conference with 


Goebbels and Riboentrop. They confronted hin that he takes

the English Government for an azreement,  Tucy emphasized it all 
the more as they were already inforucd by the British Ambassador 
that Chamberlein was prepared to come to Germany for the third 
tino.

no lonrer quite sure whether with State Secretary FRANK or with Mr, 
von BURGSDORFF, which concerned tho execution of a prominent Czech and 
whereby he categorically and enphatically declared in a raised voice, 
that he would under no circunstances permit a martyr to be made in

mentioned in many circles at that time, He had. the approval of 
the German people as I believe and as I know from numerous dis 
cussion: in reliable circles among all classes of the German people, 

On the basis of the above explanations, I can, to the best of 
my will and conscience, make the following statements! 

le Upon HINDINBURG's express wishes, Konstantin von 777 
entered the HITLER rovernment for the purpose of assuring a peace- 
ful Gernan Foreign Policy and remained in it until 1937 or the be- 
ginning of 1935 in order to fulfil FINDTNSURG's bequest until he 
realized that HITLER haa resolved to مج‎ to war and that he, NTURATH 
could no longer alter this decision, 

2, Konstantin von NIUPATH, in his official activity as Ministor 
at all times had the unshakahle desire for peace, and on his part 
applied only peaceful measures and consistently refused any appli- 
cation of force, Measures such ^s restoration of military soveroienty 
anit rearmament, with-drawal from the League of Nations and the Τίς.

3, Until 6 Novenber 1937 — on 6 Vovenber I was with YeURATH, 
which cen also be confirmed by others of his friends — Konstantin

He was earnest and sincere in his peace protestations and peace

=. Konstantin von NYURAT only accepted the post as Reich

failure, to his resisnation in the fall of 1941. 


De As to fanily, education, and subsequent experiences, Konstantin von 
NEURATH 18 in every wey a stable personality of most superior ideals, love of 
t?uth and honesty. Today he still enjoys the complete confidence of tho 

German people. It may be assuned to be impossible for NEURATH consciously 

to have eiven to foreicn ilplorats and mvernrents falso assurances and 
confirmations for the purpose of deception. In ny opinion and that of rany 
other Germans, ho definitely wuld not have openly jeopardized the respect 
and confidonce which he enjoyed through deceitful behaviom, He is entirely too 
conscious of responsibility for that and also too nuch bound by religious and 
humane considerations. 

6, Konstantin von NEURATH was never a National Socialist; ho was also nover 
resarced as one.

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As fer as the forelen~political basic principles of Mr. von NEURATH 
are concerned, ho has never come to tho idea of resching their eins, 
especially gainin effective equality by any way other than negotiations. He 
furthermore refuted the tendency pursued by HITLER and later on el$o by von 
RIJ. SNTHCP of close $4es with Italy end Japan, and likewise the extensive 
aloofness to the Soviet-Union, In this connection he voicod his fear that 
HITLER, who know exactly that he could not bo able to novo hin (NEURATH) 
to this kind of politics, would "fing politically unbiased and pliable 
people without scruples", who would teke over the execution of such 
intentions. 

NEUHATI has always shown himself as و‎ positive end convinced Christian, 
and attempted to guard the interests of the Churches, insofar as وط‎ could 
use his influence in this, 

I remember especially well the case of tho intended esteblishnent 
of e Ohristiar-Weber Huntine Museun in the cloister of tho Enclish Ladies 
in Nymphenburg near Munich. Here Mr, von NEURATH through his intervention 
١01666534650, in that at least the church and part of the cloister buildings 
were left for the Order. 

de displayed tho seme tolerant attitude toward the Jowish question 
which he had shown toward the Christian confessions, He therefore 
fundenenteally refuted HITLER! s racial policy. He also precticelly succeeded 


in preventing any eliminaticn of Jows under his jurisdiction until the

year 1937, furthormoro, he also helped whenever‏ 
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possible all persons who were close to him professionally or personally 
and who had boen affceted by tho legislation for Jews, so far as he was able 
to do, in order to deliver them from financial and other disadvantages. 

When Mr, von NEURATH had to recognize for the first time from HITLER!s 
Stetoncnts on 5 November 1937, that the latter wanted to schiovo his 
political aims by using fore toward the neighboring states, this shook hin 
so sevoroly mentally, thet he suffered several severe hosrt-attscks, 

Ho discussed this with us in deteil on tho occasion of his visit on 
New Year's day in 1980, and we found him to be very much suffering 
physically end spiritually. He was above all very sheken by tho fact that 
HITLER in the meantime had refused to reecive hin end could not see any 
possibility under these circunstances of drawing the latter fron his plants, 
which he condemned to the utmost. "It 1s horrible to play the part of 
Cassandra", he often said. e categorically declared thet he could not 
participate in this policy uncer any circumstances, end that he would dra 
the immediate consequences from this. He did not faltor from this decision 
either, when =ITLER declared to him on 2 February 1980, his 65th birthday, 
that he could not do without hin, He discussed this with us the same 
evening during a coneretuletion-tolophone call. 

During the Munich conference in September 1938, we met Mr, von NEURATH 
daily, and he was still full of tho ereat success of makine this conference 
possible, which was roached by him under innumerable difficultits. 

“As notives for taking over the position as Reich Protector was 
explained to us by Mr. von (302-77 with the fact that the policy toward 


the Czechs would have to be restrained as much ses possible, and that 


therefore he would have to t-te over this

During his Prague term of office he constently intensively tried 
to counter the course reguested by the SS towerd the Czechs.

Saron NEURATS, had any real knowledge of the true sins end intentions of 
AITLZR end his inner circle, Cabinet meetings hardly ever took place. The

HITLER, end these audiences alnost always dealt only with individual

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14) I en unable to estinete to what extent and until when, approxinatcly, 
HITLER inwerdly approved of von NEURATH's policy which stood for 
peaceful solution of all pending questions In any cese, I was under the 
impression thet Baron von NEURAT!'s influenco which was decisive in his

15) Tho fact that HITLER considercd NEURATH as an unsuitable foreign 
minister for carrying out the operations he hed planned to bring about 
in Austria, Ozecho-Slovakia and Poland, is fully evidenced by tho fact 
thet cerly in February 1932, nenoly before the Anschluss, he dismissed 
hin, abruptly. This disniss»l, which was also a complete surprise for 
the hizhost officials of the foroion offico tock place in an unsu-lly 
blunt and ο1τιοςθῦ insultinely precipitent menner, only two deys after 

the festive celebration of NEURAT™'s Sixty-Fifth birthday in the old 
presidential palace, Everybody in the forcizn office took thet to 
indicate a udden chenge in systen which tho forner ninistor was not 
willing to en€?Yse or for which he wes not considered suitable».

were under the impression thet Baron von NEURAT"'s appointnent as

16) Horr von NEURATH frequently complained that his activity wes disturbed 
by party orgenizations existine alone side the foreign office which were 
concerned with questions of foreign policy, or questions which bordered on 
forcian policy, As a result, he found hinself in constant apposition to 

von QIBENTACP's office end frequently also to the NSDAP organizations 
representing tho Party abroad. Όρος hostility finally arose between 

AI. ENTR P's office and the Fcroicm Minister. Tho extrenely bad relationship 
betwoen the Forcien Office, i.e. the official representative of the Reich's 
forcisn policy and the irresponsible perty office, which occupied itself with 
fércign policy at the sane tine, is particularly well illustrated in Any 
Buller's bonk, published in London in 1948, entitled "Darkness over Germany", 
During a visit in Serlin the author had occasion to become gaquainted with 
the relations existing between the Forcign Office and the so-called

17) The fact thet tho Party worked for Jeron von NEURAT:;!s downfall is 

very clearly shown by his dismissal, The rethoà probably consisted of an 
insinuation to the chief of stato thst NEURATH wes no longer the proper 
person to represent the ains of “TITLER's policy شور‎ required. 


18) Baron NEURATH conducted a constent battle sc^inst interference by party 


offices. He frequently compleined of such interference and nentioned 
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that he had aske? for Hitler's interventions. His influence with the latter, 
however, was constantly nullificd by the far stronger influence of the Party, 
As a purely nominal party member, whose membership had been force? on him in 
order to present a unified picture of the cabinet abroad, he never had access 
to the inner circle of Hitler's intimate friends, who always regarded him with 
distrust. On the whole, Hitler saw in the career officials only troublesome 
doubters and indecisive admonir ~ who all too much were "sicklied o'er by 
the palo cast of thought," Neurith was well aware of this situetion and bene 
cause he suffered under it, he reventedly offered his resiennation, particular- 
ly so, af ter the death of State Secretary von Buclow, At that time the Party 
urged .. that a Party man should be appointed in place of Buelow, whom they 
particularly hated, Asa result of Neurath's stubborn resistance ^ solution 
was not reached until after a crisis lasting nine nonths end which ended ina 
victory for Neurath in that his son-in-law, Mackensen, a career diplomat, rem 
ceived the post of State Sceretary, 
In many eases, Neurath intervened in behalf of members of his foroien office 
staff who were objected to hy the National Socialists for reasons of race, of 
60768 or because of former affiliation with other parties. As an example, a 
nunber of functionaries who were Jews, or partly of Jewish ancestry, remained 


in office up until the tine of Nindenbure's deaths in fact, there were even 


promotions made among such offíci^ls, 
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It was not until after HINDENBURG's death, when the final decision in 
all questions concerning civil serv-nts was withdrew from the Reich 
Forcign Minister, as well as fr m the other office ) 1icfs, be a decree 
of the Fuehrer and transferred to the Fuehrer!s deputy, that the 
u.dicalism of the Party got the upper hand and, especially after 
WURATH's dismissal, assumed ever more disagreeable forms.
